The condition is aptly called "geo- 
graphic 
tongue." The 
furrows of 


course are due to development of thick 
patches on the surface. 


The condition usually tends to dis- 


appear if the victim* uses mouth washes 
and mild antiseptics, and adopts a well- 
balanced diet, particularly one rich in 
vitamins and in anti-anemic sub- 
stances, such as iron and liver. 


This condition of the tongue seems 


to cccur most often in families. There 
is, therefore, some .question as to 
whether the condition is hereditary, or 
occurs in families because members of 
.each group; tend to have similar diets 
and habits of life.

There are four of these, 
20'fcot long and 5 'feet deep, in a cool, 
darkroom manned by 15 workers. 


The film is hookod together and 


slithers through those tanks at the 
rate of 90 feet a minute. It is pulled 
along at a precise speed on cogwheel 
tracks through different chemicals, in 
and out of pure water baths and into 
the dricts. 


Breaks seldom occur, but when they 


do there's the devil to pay. If film is 
allowed to pile up in a tank, it is over- 
developed and ruined. Workmen have 
to patch it on the fly, hooking the ends 
together with metal- fasteners. 


Perpetual Motion 


When a negative is developed and 


dried, it is used in making a second 
film, which is 'a positive and the -kind 
that is oroiected in theaters. Printing 


machines are intricate, high-speed con- 
traptions which expose the positive 
film by shining a light through the 
negative one. 


The positive strip goes through the, 


same sequence of chemical and water 
baths, is dried, wound on a reel, ami 
then is all ready to cheer or depress 
the harassed gents who watch the 
rushes. 


The chain of film going through the 


tanks must never stop, so, when the 
laboratory gets ahead of the cameras, 
it hoolcs on "leader film" which is 
dyed blue nnd has no pictures on it. 
Continuous motion is so important that 
the laboratory has two power plants 
which can be switched on if electrical 
trouble occurs.

Also, the chemicals and the dark- 


rooms must bo kept at an exact 6V de- 
grees, winter and summer. A mnn 
goes around with a thermometer, tak- 
ing temperatures. 
~Fiom the film tanks, the chemicals 
go through more rubber pi IKS to re- 
clamation- tanks on the first floor. The 
emulsion on raw film contains silver. 
Most of this silver is dropped in the 
developing process so Ihe movio-mnk- 
ers have installed outfits to recover it. 
From every million feet of film, they 
get back 13000 ounces of silver, which 
is sold to the government.

progression, Mr. Wodehouse manages 
to keep amazingly fresh and unspoiled. 
He never seems to grow stale, and his 
silly characters are just as funny as 
they ever were. 


If there is any prize available for

Mr. Wcdehousc oxight to win il hands 
down. 


"Laughing Gas" tells about a mus- 


cular British earl who goes to Holly- 
Wood to rescue n highly bom cousin 
1rom the toils of n movielnnd charmer. 
Arriving, the earl' immediately falls 
into the toils himself, nnd .then—in a 
twist which Mr. Wodehouse must have 
borrowed from the late Thorne Smith 
—suffers a psychic exchange of por- 
ronnlities nnd wakes up to find him- 
self occupying the body of a famous, 
and obnoxious, child movie star. 


What happens after that is quite im- 


possible to relate in the confines <" a 
brief review. It should be enough to 
remark that the situation gives Mr. 
Wodehouse ample opportunity to poke 
fun at Hollywood, and that Hollywood 
is an ideal field for Mr. Wodehousc's 
talents. 


The result is an uproariously funny 


book. You might keep it in mind, in- 
cidentally, as a swelegant Christmas 
gil't.

Value ofsfate^s 


Crops Show Gain 


Total Value of Production 


for Past Year Placed 


at $157,183,000 


The total value of all Arkansas crops 


produced in 1936 is placed at 5157,183,000 
by the Crop Reporting Board of the 
United Slates Department of Agricul- 
ture. This compares with 5112,008,000, 
the value of the 1935 crops. The in- 
cTCfisc-d value is due mostly to a great- 
ly increased cotton crop and belter 
prices on practically nil crops.
